They hoped, however, that Sen­ 
ate passage by a sizeable margin 
would help convince “doubtful” 
votes that one mpre extension of 
the federal ceilings was desirable. 
The House bill provides for ex­ 
tension of present rent ceilings to 
Dec. 31, 1950, with another six

The bill passed by the Senate 
contained the same provision and 
also decontrolled 
all residential 
hotels. 
Abandon Filibuster 
The difference will be ironed 
out either by am endment of the 
House bill or a joint conference.

Cain (R* Wash., and other GOP 
opponents of the extension bill 
abandoned their attem pt to talk 
controls down by filibuster.

Disaster Off 
Bahrein Island 
In Persian Gulf 


Report Six Rescued; 
Disaster Occurs 
During Raging Storm 


(BULLETIN) 


PARIS, June 13.— HNS*—An Air 
France transport plane carrying 50 
persons crashed into the Persian 
gulf off Bahrein Island today and 
it was feared the loss of life waa 
heavy. 
(Reuters said possibly 44 persons 
died in the forced landing during a 
raging monsoon. 
• This dispatch said the passen­ 
gers included Frence colonial of­ 
ficials. their wives and children.) 
Six Rescued 
Air France headquarters in Paris 
said that six persons have been 
rescued so far, five bodies have 
been recovered and the fate of the 
rem ainder is uncertain. 
The plane was flying at a low 
altitude because of the poor visi­ 
bility and the spokesman said the 
craft may have hit a wave or a 
downdraft. 
A spokesman for the air line 
said: 
“The 
crash 
landing 
occurred 
during very bad weather." 
Military Plane Missing 
A French m ilitary plane with 18 
persons aboard meanwhile was re­ 
ported missing in the M adagascar 
area. 
Rescue crews set out im m ediate­ 
ly from Bahrein on receipt of re­ 
ports that the big Air France craft 
had crashed near the island while 
coming in for a landing from K ar­ 
achi. The plane was en route from 
Saigon, Indo-China, to Paris. 
The forced landing recalled the 
ditching only eight days ago of a 
We stair transport C-46 north of the 
Bahamas. Of the 65 persons aboard 
this plane, on a flight from San 
Juan. Puerto Rico, to W ilmington, 
N. C. ,on!y 37 survived. 
Carried 50 Persons 
The Air France plane carried 42 
passengers and eight crew mem­ 
bers. 
Indications 
were 
that 
no 
Americans were aboard. 
The m ilitary plane, which car­ 
ried members of the arm ed forces 
only, was reported missing near 
Ta-.anarive on the island of Mada­ 
gascar. 
Rains, clouds and the heavily- 
wooded moutain terrain combined 
to ham per the ground and 
air 
search. 
The military craft took off from 
nearby Tamative Monday m orning 
and sent its last radio message 
when 25 miles from Tananarive, 
the destination. 
Air France control headquarters 
said 
that 
cabled 
reports 
from 
Bahrein indicated that rescue op­ 
erations at the scene where the 
transport was forced to land were 
“proceeding satisfactorily.”

MUNICIPAL PARKING 
Every city has a parking problem today, and many of 
them are beginning to do something about it. York, Pa., has 
* established a municipal parking lot in which parking costs a 
■ nickel for six hours or a dime for twelve. 
In California an amendment to the state constitution that 
* would permit cities to use parking meter collections for the 
* purchase of public parking lots was voted on at last week s 


election. 
Californians, in desperation, were at last driven to ask 
* whether there is any solution to this problem except action by 
; city governments to provide adequate parking facilities. They, 
; of course, have had doubts that municipalities should be al- 
; lowed to go into the parking business. When a city sets up 
; public parking lots and runs them it competes with private 
enterprise. 
Like other Americans, California’s city dwellers were re­ 
luctant to give city councils the additional power required it 
they are to provide parking in this way. The ratio of automo­ 
biles to population is higher in California than in any other 


state. 
What happened to the amendment? It was approved. 


Speculation over the possibility 
that France might switch her pre»- 
ent poliev and vote to drop Nation­ 
alist China from the United Na­ 
tions security council mounted in 
diplomatic circles today.

Possible Inclination 
But his broadcast, if carefully 
read, indicates a possible inclina­ 
tion on the part of France to ac­ 
cept the lesser of two evils if the 
United Nations is to remain in ex­ 
istence. 
Secretary General Trygve Lie 
has warned on several occasions 
that the whole east-west deadlock 
at present stem,, from the contin­ 
ued presence of Chinese National­ 
ist officials on the security coun­ 
cil and other U. N. bodies 
This has virtually held up the 
work of the United Nations for 
Soviet Russia refuses to cooperate 
on the grounds that Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek no longer repre­ 
sent» the vast Asiatic nation which 
now Is in communist hands. 
Chauvel’s statement appeared to 
follow 
characteristically 
French 
logic and argumentation. 
First he bitterly attacked So­ 
viet totalitarian ruthlessness and 
diplomacy.

RED PICTURE CHANGES 
Testimony given behind closed doors by FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover before a Senate Appropriations subcommittee 
several weeks ago has now been made public. Disclosures re­ 
vealed are part of a picture that must give continuing concern 
to the American people. 
For example, Mr. Hoover said communism in the United 
States today is “at a greater height than either nasism and 
fascism was during the last war.” 
Mr. Hoover’s figures on the number of communists are 
likely to cause apprehension only if it is remembered how 
powerful a minority of reds can become. The number of red 
sympathizers on the government payroll in the last two dec­ 
ades was entirely out of proportion to the percentage to the 
total population. 
If there are 55,000 party members and perhaps 10 times 
as many persons who are under their influences, they make up 
a very small group in a nation of 150,000.000. And it appears 
there are fewer card-holders now than there were a decade 
ago. But the damage they are causing to the American system 
is greater than their numbers would indicate. 
An important fact about the picture of communist activi­ 
ties in the United States is that it is changing. Mr. Hoover 
told the committee it is harder now to cope with communist 
activities than formerly. Congressional exposures have tended 
to force its members underground, where they are harder to 
watch. And they are as active as they ever were, or more so. 
Playing Russia’s game they are a menace to this nation. 
And that is not a red herring.

Arms and the Men. 
W armongering is a very subtle art in politics, 
and during the past few weeks it has almost ceased to be. 
Those few 
persons who believe in a preventive, knockout attack on Russia have 
been silenced by some rather unexpected news. 
It now appears from 
several good sources that the defensive weapons of w arfare have caught 
up with the offensive weapons. 
Gen. Lawton Collins, Army Chief of 
Staff, spoke of this trend recently in discussing the American arm* 
policy. 
The new weapons, he said, “are essentially defensive weapons. 
. . . The things we are doing are of greater value to the person on the 
defense (than to> the man who is on the offensive.”

Invasion of Privacy? 
Rep. Frank Buchanan, chairm an of th« 
House Committee on Lobbying Activities, has forced his foot through 
a door-way that's bound to lead to trouble. 
He recently sent out \ 
three-page questionnaire to 166 business corporations and asked some 
searching questions. 
He wants these companies to tell him in detail 
about the travel expenses of their representatives to Washington, th« 
money spent for telephoning, tlegraphing, and office supplies; the con­ 
tributions made to eight specific lobby-groups and "any” other group 
which might “directly or indirectly” influence national legislation. 
Buchanan’s letter is in the form of a “request," but it’s written 
on official stationery and Buchanan has already used the power of 
subpoena to command sim ilar inform ation from balky organizations, 
No businessman has to be told that the chairm an’s "request” has teel't 
in it. 
Most of the companies, according to Buchanan, have complied. 
But there are the following com plaints against Buchanan’s investiga­ 
tion methods: 
1. Staff members of the committee enter a private business office, 
demand to see the records and—in one cast at least—make off with 
personal correspondence which has nothing to do with the lobbying 
investigation. 
2. Somebody with access to the com mittee files has “leaked” con­ 
fidential information which reaches the public via newspapers and 
radio. 
A certain amount of leakage is inevitable with several hundred 
vigilant reporters in town, but this appears to be a planned output. The 
inform ation is almost always unfavorable to opponents of the Fair Deal 
3. When the inform ation gets out, it is used as "consumer black­ 
mail” against business concerns which oppose the Fair Deal social 
program.

'Sub' Firemen 


W hite Explains Civil 


Service Procedure 


Some temporary appointments 
to city jobs in the past have been 
illegal, and to continue them in 
the manner in which they have 
been made, may result In members 
of council facing po^'-ible prose­ 
cution for a misdemeanor. Solici­ 
tor Robert White informed so Ions 
in meeting Monday in city hall. 
His wanting came after Safety 
Director Richard I. DiVls had ask­ 
ed approval for the appointment 
of two temporary firemen, which 
are needed immediately, he said, 
because of firemen s vacation, and 
illness. 
Mr. White told Mr. Davis that 
Controller Charles Kennedy had 
asked him for a ruling concerning 
the hiring ol people by the city, 
and Mr. White believed council 
should make appointments legally. 
He said no one could be named 
without sanction of council, and 
concerning firemen, he said a spe­ 
cial law of the state provided how 
their tem porary appointm ent shall 
be made. 
Davis said there is no list of eli- 
gibles, because the time limit has 
expired. 
Mr. White then advised him as 
foliows: 
Request a list of eligibles irom 
the civil service board. As soon as 
it notifies you no list is available, 
you should submit the names of 
the men vou want to the board, 
which will holr' a non-competive 
examination. Should the men pass, 
their names may be certified to 
council as eligible, and they may 
be appointed for a period of three 
months employment. 
“This is the legal way of nam­ 
ing temporary firemen.” Mr. White 
explained. 
Davis decided to follow his ad­ 
vice and no doubt the temporary 
men will be employed soon. 


WANTS RADIO FOR CHIEF 
Richard I. Davis, safety director, 
asked council to approve the ex­ 
penditure of $530 for the purchase 
of a three-way radio for the fire 
chief’s auto, which he said is es­ 
sential to good fire protection. No 
action was taken, although the sum 
was appropriated when the budget 
was prepared. 
Davis pointed out that should a 
railroad crossing be blocked, the 
chief could radio police and have 
them, by telephone, notify other 
fire-house, and equipm ent could 
be re-routed. 
Solicitor Robert White said the 
purchase “is a question: ‘Is it nec­ 
essary?’ " 
Property Director Joseph F. Me- 
dure said it would be impossible 
to “cut a train, which was travel­ 
ing over a crossiifg,” adding: “U n­ 
less it is shifting.” 
Mr. Davis said that the fire de­ 
partm ent “ would be up against it” 
if a G rant street crossing was 


blocked by a moving train and a 
fire should occur at th e pottery. 
Davis added that, if the council 
does not want to approve the p ur­ 
chase. the responsibility for ineffi­ 
cient service in time of need will 
not be his. 
“You are perm itted to make the 
purphase if It is a public neces­ 
sity." Mr. White informed Mr. Da­ 
vis.

If you ne­ 
glect to spray, feed, or water roses 
they will suffer.

Roses 
should be given a good fertilizer 
once a month, a heaping table­ 
spoon full around each plant, them 
w ater well. 
To have healthy roses during 
the summer a spraying programme 
must he carried out, and if ne~

should start on the first of May 
and kept up weekly until October. 
Some dont’s for the rose sprayer. 
Never use a sprayer on roses that 
has been used for any other spray­ 
ing. Always clean your sprayer 
I after using. Don’t spray late in 
I the day. Measure your spray’s cor­ 
rectly for you can do more damage 
i by hit or miss methods in five 
: minutes than pests can do all sum­ 
mer.

Academic Council, 
comprising the country’s top sa­ 
vants, voted to abolish the tradi­ 
tional Japanese system whereby a 
new era begins each tim e a new 
em peror ascends the throne. 
Under this system, the present 
era of Showa—Radiant Peace— 
began on Dec. 25, 1926, when Em­ 
peror Taisho died. Until then, the 
Taisho era had lasted for 15 years. 
In effect, the first year of Showa 
lasted exactly six days, from Dec. 
25 to Dec 31. 1926. 
The council pointed out that thLs 
system is “irrational both from a 
cultural and scientific point of 
view.”

Pyramid Honors 
Indian Chieftain 
CRAWFORD, Neb. — (INS) — A 
stone pyramid at Fort Robinson, 
near Crawford, honors the memory 
of Crazy Horse, noted Oglala war 
chief and probably the greatest 
military genius of the Sioux Con­ 
federacy. 
The youthful chieftain partici­ 
pated in many campaigns against 
the U. S. Army and refused to 
retire to a reservation with the 
other tribesmen. 
Instead he led 
band of Sioux and Cheyennes in 
forays 
against 
the 
Crowrs 
and 
isolated parties of white men. 
His last major campaign was the 
Battle of Little Big Horn, in which 


General Custer’s company of 212 
men was annihilated. 
Then for the sake of the women 
and children of the tribes, Crazy 
Horse surrendered himself at the 
Red Cloud agency near Fort Robin­ 
son. 
All was quiet for several months, 
but military authorities feared an­ 
other outbreak and arrested Crazy 
Horse. Rather than be held in the 
guard house. Crazy Horse drew a 
knife and fought vainly for his 
freedom. However, he was mortally 
wounded and died the same day— 
Sept. 5, 1877. 
The monument near Fort Robin­ 
son marks the approximate spot 
where Crazy Horse met his death 
while still a young man of about 
25.

Ancient Trial Told 
By Clay Tablet 


PHILADELPHIA — (INS) — The 
oldest recorded m urder trial 
in 
history 
dates 
back 
4.000 
years 
ago when a woman was aquittcd in 
connection 
with 
her 
husband’s 
death and three men were found 
guilty. 
T h i s w a s revealed recently when 
a clay tablet, describing the trial 
was unearthed in Iraq by archae­ 
ologists from the Universities of 
Pennsylvania and Chicago. 
The tablet, written in the cunei­ 
form script and in the Sumerian 
language, describes the long-secret 
tale which began in the ancient 
city of Nippur in 1950 B. C. 
Translated by Dr. Thorkiid Ja ­ 
cobsen. of the University of Chica­ 
go, and Dr. Samuel Noah Kramer 
of the University of Pennsylvania 
the tablet reveals that three men 
killed another man. 
The dead man’s widow. Nin-Da- 
da, was then accused with the trio 
as a m urder suspect. 
The trial took place at Nippur, 
near the modern city of Baghdad 
and was put into the hands of an 
all-male jury. 
The tablet then says that two

men apparantly convinced the jury 
that the widow took no part in 
the slaying of her husband and 
she was set free. 
However, the three men were 
found guilty and turned over to 
the assembly to be executed. 
The tablet explains that the rea­ 
son Nin-Dada was involved in the 
murder was because she had sec­ 


reted her husband’s murder from 
authorities.
